HURSTLAND FARM 
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Good land means good horses 


Ever since the days of LEXING- 
TON, Woodford County has been fa- 
mous for great race horses. 

LEXINGTON made his first two 
seasons at stud at W. F. Harper’s 
farm near Midway and completed his 
career at Robert A. Alexander’s 
Woodburn Stud next door nearly 
twenty years later. 

During that time he led the Amer- 
ican sire list fourteen years in suc- 
cession, a feat never equalled. The 
year after he died (1876), his name 
again was at the top of the sire list 
and in 1878 his progeny headed the 
list for the sixteenth time. 

In addition to being the home of 
LEXINGTON, Woodburn was one of 
the most famous breeding establish- 
ments of its time. Five Kentucky 
Derby winners were foaled there— 

Baden-Baden (1877), Fonso (1880), 
Joe Cotton (1885), Chant (1894), and 
His Eminence (1901).

the late Charles Nuckols began raising thoroughbreds at his Hurstland

In 1952 Hurstland breds won $229,154 to place Charles Nuckols and Sons 
fifth among Keeneland sellers on the list of leading American breeders.

Grecian Queen And Canadiana 


Draw A Jolly Good Applause 


New York 

It might be a bit excessive to hum 
“You're the Tops” as a prelude to this 
brief commentary on the 37th running of 
the Coaching Club American Oaks, but 
its perfectly safe to remark guardedly 
that the winner. Mrs. B. F. Whitaker’s 
Grecian Queen. is going to remain head 
of the list of 3-vear-old fillies till something 
better comes along. 

Though Grecian Queen won from the 
Belair Stud’s Sabette by about as many 
inches as she’d been lengths in front at 
the three-sixteenths pole, I thought she 
had something left. Not a whole lot, it’s 
true: for, in fact. she was pretty tired. 
But she’s the sort that does only as much 
as she has to. and occassionally likes to 
make her tens the hard way. Perhaps I’m 
a little prejudiced. for at the end of last 
season it seemed to me that she was the 
best of her age and sex in training. 

Not at all incidentally, Jim Conway. 
who trains her, has done a good job, if he 
doesn’t mind my saying so. As a matter of 
fact. he does all right with all the Whit- 
aker horses. He had only seven last sea- 
son, yet, according to the American Racing 
Manual of 1953. he saddled 22 winners, 
and the stable earned $211,850. Well, you 
hardly need pencil and paper to figure out 
that the average earnings per head com. 
pared rather favorably—if I may make an 
understatement—with that of Calumet 
Farm, which had 37 horses in training, 
won 84 races. and $1,283,197 in purses 
and stakes. But then, Conway didn’t have 
so many mouths to feed. 


GOOD SHOW. Elsewhere in this mag- 
azine you will find an account of The 
Queen’s Plate. Without wishing to en- 
croach, however. I would like to say that 
it was a good show. If you've ever gone 
racing at Woodbine Park—in Toronto, 
its always referred to as The Woodbine 
—you'd know it has an atmosphere and a 
charm too rarely found at race tracks 
nowadays. 

If memory serves (and it does, because 
| looked the thing up). The Woodbine is 
antedated only by Saratoga, Pimlico, the 
Fair Grounds at New Orleans. and

Churchill Downs—and has changed less in 
the last decade. Which, if you must know, 
is one reason I play hooky from Belmont 
Park this time of year. Don’t get the im- 
pression though, that it’s an old, stick-in- 
the-mud sort of place. Among the most 
recent improvements is a walking ring 
under the fine old trees in the paddock. 
By the way, the Ontario Jockey Club 
has discontinued jumping races—tempor- 
arily, at any rate. As you probably know. 
for more than half a century The Wood- 
bine was famous for its steeplechasing; 
as a matter of record, the first Woodbine 
Steeplechase Handicap was run in 1882. 
a year before the Meadow Brook Cup, the 
oldest stakes race through the field this 
side of the border. Also, the best jumpers 
in the U. S. used to be shipped up there 
for the spring and autumn meetings, But 
nowadays few people care to make jump- 
ers out of sound, first-class horses—there’s 
no incentive. they complain—and I dare- 
say the Ontario Jockey Club decided that 
if it couldn't have good steeplechasing it 
would be much better to have none at all. 
Being in cheerful agreement with that 
opinion. I’m making the best of it. 


PARAGON. With the excitement of the 
Queen’s Plate stirring in their veins. 
horsemen at The Woodbine declared that 
Canadiana was the best ever bred in the 
Dominion—and. on more sober reflection. 
they were still of the same opinion. I 
wouldn't be at all surprised. Canadian 
breds seem to have more size. quality. 
and speed than they used to. E. P. Taylor 
has done a great deal toward this in On- 
tario. So has Jim Speers in the Prairie 
Provences. 

As to Canadiana. she’s on the leg, and 
quite swaybacked. In fact. experts on con- 
formation would have the time of their 
merry lives faulting her; but she has qual- 
ity, and can run a bit. (We'll know more 
about that, though. when she meets Gre- 
cian Queen in the Gazelle Stakes.) Be- 
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sides, she’s what I'd call a lucky horse. 
Gil Darlington, who runs the National 
Stud. gave me a couple of instances: 

For one, Iribelle, her dam had been 
booked to Boswell the season of 1949 
(though Darlington had always had Chop 
Chop in mind), but the mating was never 
made for Boswell died on June 11, the 
day before Iribelle came in season. So, 
of course, Iribelle was bred to Chop Chop, 
and the result was Canadiana. 

For a while there was a doubt whether 
Canadiana could get to the post for the 
Queen’s Plate. It is one of the conditions 
of the classic that eligibles may not leave 
the Dominion from the time they become 
3-year-olds till they start in the race. So 
Canadiana did her training at the Na- 
tional Stud near Oshawa. Ontario. Well, 
on the morning of February 10, on her 
way to the Arena (a huge building where 
she had her daily jog on the straw ride), 
she slammed into the local milkman 
making his rounds, and one of the cans he 
carried inflicted a deep cut on the top of 
the coronary band of her right front foot.

Consignors of Keeneland Yearlings 
321 Entries Are Listed for Auction Sale July 27-29 


The Breeders’ Sales Company will sell 
321 yearlings July 27-29 at its summer 
sale at Keeneland. William S. Evans. gen- 
eral manager of the co-operative company. 
said these yearlings were selected from 
an original entry list of 694 horses. 

This summer’s sale, the smallest held 
by the company in several years, will be 
held in four sessions—Monday, Tuesday, 
and Wednesday afternoons. and Tuesday 
night. The afternoon sessions will open at 
1:30 p. m., the night session at 8 p. m. 

The principal reasons for the compar- 
atively small listing this year are the 
withdrawal from the auction market of 
Claiborne Farm and, according to Evans, 
the stiffening of pedigree and conforma- 
tion requirements. In last summer’s sales. 
382 yearlings were sold, and Claiborne 
Farm, with 26 entries, was the largest 
consignor. 

Among the major consignors this year 
are Bwamazon Farm, 10; Hurstland Farm, 
17: Woodvale Farm, 15; Leslie Combs II, 
11; Leslie Brownell Combs, 18: and the 
estate of S. D. Riddle. 18. 

Evans said the company was deviating 
from its policy of holding four-day selling 
sessions “with the belief that it will prove 
beneficial to owners and their trainers at- 
tending the sale, in that they will be able 
to return to their stables a Gay sooner to 
prepare their horses for the end-of-the 
week racing.” Unless the sales volume gets 
bigger, the company plans to stick to its 
three-day routine, he said,

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Filly and Mare Races in 1952 
The Gains Come Much Too Slowly 


One of the underlying causes of current 
troubles on American race tracks—dis- 
putes between horsemen and management 
concerning purses—is an overproduction 
of potential race horses. Overproduction 
is expensive. 

One of the causes for overproduction is 
the feeling of many breeders that the 
production of good horses is principally 
a matter of chance, and hence that any 
mare equipped with ovaries has a fairly 
good chance of producing a fairly good 
runner, or even a champion. 

One of the causes for this expensive 
feeling is the fact that American race 
tracks, as a group, do not provide enough 
races to give breeders an adequate meas- 
ure of the probable value of broodmare 
prospects. 

Any breeding program requires a great 
many more mares than stallions, of course. 
Any sensible breeding program requires 
a considerable knowledge of the racing 
ability of the mares. It has been demon- 
started times without number in the 


columns of THE Broop-Horse that the 
racing class of the mare is the best index 
to her probable value as a broodmare. 
Yet American race tracks. with a few 
notable exceptions. have refused to share 
their part in maintaining this essential 
continuity between the breeding farm and 
the racing stable: they run so few races 
exclusively for fillies and mares that. ex- 
cept for a small group. most females are 
found relatively useless on the track and 
relatively unpredictable when they return 
to the farm. 


About ten years ago the Thoroughbred 
Club of America decided upon a project 
designed to furnish information which 
might lead race tracks to an awareness of 
the deficiency of filly and mare races in 
their condition books, and perhaps to 
some correction of that deficiency. It now 
has a nine-year record of such races in 
North America. The 1952 figures. as com- 
piled by Mrs. Mattie Menchero, are pre- 
sented herewith. along with comparisons 
for the previous years,

As the totals indicate. there has been 
a gain, but it has amounted to less than 
one per cent since 1944, Less than one 
race in 21 is limited to fillies, and only 
about one race in 68 is for females under 
conditions other than maiden or claiming, 

The actual percentage of filly and mare 
races made another trifling gain from 195] 
to 1952. from 4.5 per cent of all races 
run in North America to 4.7 per cent. 

A total of 17 tracks ran at least 10 per 
cent of their races for fillies and mares 
exclusively. This was five more than reach- 
ed the 10 per cent level in 1951, The gain 
here was offset to some extent by losses 
slightly further down the scale. In 195] 
there were 24 tracks with at least 7 per 
cent filly and mare races; in 1952, there 
were only 23. 

The New York tracks, as usual, stand at 
the top of the list. their proportion of 
filly and mare races varying from 16.9 to 
19.1 per cent. Jamaica stood at the top in 
1951 with 18.1 per cent; in 1952 both 
Jamaica and Aqueduct had higher per- 
centages. 

Next in order are southern California’s 
two great tracks, Santa Anita Park and 
Hollywood Park. After them come ten 
other tracks which ran at least one race 
in ten for fillies and mares. 

In the 1.354 races for fillies and mares 
in 1952 the total money paid out by the 
tracks was $5,425,958. The average per 
race was $4,007, which is higher than 
the continental average for all races, by 
reason of the fact that a higher proportion 
of the filly and mare races are under 
stakes conditions. 

The number of stakes races included was 
116, well above the 1951 total of 79. On 
the other hand. there were only 311 al- 
lowance and handicap races, as compared 
with 340 in the previous year. In the filly 
and mare division—as in racing general- 
ly—it is good overnight races under non- 
claiming, non-maiden conditions which 
are most urgently needed. 

Actually the slight gains in the propor- 
tion of filly and mare races in recent 
years have been owing to the increase in 
the number of claiming races. which have 
their place. of course. but are not very 
effective in allowing a breeder to test his 
mares on the race course and keep the best 
of them for breeding. Despite a huge 
increase in the total number of races run, 
the number of non-claiming overnight 
races for fillies and mares was only a 
trifle higher in 1952 than in 1944. 

Claiming races, of course, provide valu- 
able information as to the probable value

The latter 
figure may be enough to impress track 
management to some degree, since good- 
sized fields are important as producers 
of revenue. The average number of run- 
ners in races limited to females is con- 
sistently high. Usually it is higher in the 
2-year-old races than in those for older 
mares, but this is presumably a result of 
the much larger number of maiden races 
for the younger group. 

In compiling the accompanying break- 
down of filly and mare races on the basis 
of conditions, claiming races for maidens 
have been included with the claiming 
races. So have the few (10) combination 
claiming and allowance races. A few races 
are listed as “maiden and allowances”; 
these are included as races for maidens. 

Combination claiming and allowance 
races for females were run by the follow- 
ing tracks: Bay Meadows. 1; Santa Anita 
Park, 7; Tanforan, 1; Washington Park, 1.

NASRC. Hears 
Club Suggestion 


Members of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners, at their con- 
vention in Boston this week, were told by 
George Swinebroad that races for fillies 
and mares, purse distribution, and stall 
allotment are of special interest to 
breeders. 

Swinebroad, president of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America and speaking as 
that organization’s representative, deliver- 
ed his talk June 9. 

Although the need for more races re- 
stricted to fillies and mares has been pre- 
sented to previous conventions. “this situa- 
tion has improved very little in the last 
few years.” said Swinebroad. He said that 
more races of this type are needed to 
prove, or disprove. the merit of mares 
which might be retired to stud, to give 
more money-earning opportunities to fil- 
lies, to increase the sales prices of fillies. 
Swinebroad pointed out that it costs just 
as much to raise a filly as a colt. but that 
they sell for at least one-third less because 
fewer than five per cent of the races are 
written especially for fillies and mares. 

“I have no desire to project myself or 
my organization into a dispute which al- 
ready has provoked a great deal of bitter- 
ness and harsh talk.” said Swinebroad in 
commenting on purse distribution. He 
pointed out, however, that purse distribu- 
tion last year was equal to an average of 
$2.700 for each starter, a figure far below 
the cost of keeping a horse in training. 

He said breeders have told him that they 
felt better over-all purse distribution, 
rather than fifth. money and $100,000 
purses, was the answer, “Four monies are 
enough,” he said. “It is felt that the $100,- 
000 purses expose racing to attacks from 
its enemies, and that the money might bet- 
ter be distributed in the form of increased 
purses for other stakes and feature races.” 

Swinebroad urged race tracks to use 
their power to allot stalls as a means of 
eliminating many unfit horses, and to 
admit only those which have a reasonable 
chance of starting during a meeting. He 
also urged installation of the totalizator 
and film patrol wherever possible.

Prior to the Peter Pan Handicap, Invigorator had 
not won a race this year. He had added to his bank 
account, however, by running second in the Withers 
and in the second division of the Gotham Stakes, 
and third in the Kentucky Derby, the Wood Me. 
morial, and the Experimental Free Handicap. By 
winning Belmont Park’s Peter Pan Handicap, he 
became the first $100,000-winner sired by Brook- 
field and the first winner of that amount bred by 
S. S. Gano. Brookfield, which got Invigorator in 
his second crop, is owned by Harry 
stands at Hedgewood Farm, Lexington. 

Top-weighted and favored, Invigorator ran just 
behind the lightly-weighted Sun Warrior's pace in 
the early furlongs of the 14g-mile Peter Pan Handi- 
cap, and went to the front on the stretch turn. He 
was headed by Tahitian King for a short time at 
the head of the stretch but came on to finish about 
a half-length ahead of that son of Polynesian. Tahi- 
tian King did not get second, however, as a photo 
revealed that Isasmoothie, closing far on the out- 
side, was the runner-up. 

Invigorator was foaled April 7, 1950, on Ster- 
ling Gano’s Stonewall Farm near Georgetown, Ky. 
In the 1951 Keeneland Summer Sales, he was sold 
for $7.000 to the partnership of L. R. Allison and 
M. R. Prestridge, who live in New Mexico and 
Texas and race as the Saxon Stable. At Keeneland 
last summer a sister to the Peter Pan winner was 
sold to Hubert Brown for $4,400; another sister 
to him will be offered by Mr. Gano in this sum- 
mer’s auctions at Keeneland. 

As a 2-year-old of 1952 Invigorator won the 
Cowdin Stakes and the Babylon Handicap. He was 
second in the Champagne Stakes and third in the 
Prairie State Stakes. For the Experimental Free 
Handicap, Invigorator was assigned 121 pounds; 
even with Straight Face and Hilarious, and was 
nine pounds under Native Dancer’s high weight.

Battlefield. one of racing’s most colorful 
performers. will be retired to stud at 
George D. Widener’s Old Kenney Farm. 
Lexington. The 5-year-old son of War 
Relic and Dark Display, taken out of 
action last March by a bad coffin bone 
in his left fore foot. will be brought here 
next month from Widener’s Erdenheim 
Farm in Pennsylvania where he has been 
resting. 


G. L. Bugg. manager of the Kentucky 
farm, said that Battlefield’s leg was mend- 
ing well. but that it was decided not to 
send him back to the track. He also said 
that Battlefield’s first season at stud 
would be next year, and that the horse’s 
book already is full for his first two 
seasons. 


A bargain-basement buy for his owner, 
Battlefield in four campaigns earned a 
total of $462,727 and ran his way into 
ninth place on the list of all-time money 
winners. Widener had paid $4,500 for him 
at the Saratoga Yearling Sales, thereby 
received a 100.000 per cent return on his 
investment. 


Until 1952. Battlefield never had_fin- 
ished wore than third, and had been worse 
than second only once. As a 4-year-old, he 
had his worst year. being out of the money 
as often as in, and his racing luck this 
year was nothing to brag about. His only 
stakes victory for 1953 was in the Apple- 
ton Handicap March 7 at Gulfstream Park, 
where a week later he went lame in the 
Gulfstream Park Handicap and _ finished 
second to Crafty Admiral. He ran in two 
other stakes this year, finishing second to 
Oil Capitol in the Palm Beach Handicap 
and third to Oil Capitol and Alerted in the 
Widener Handicap. In his last eight races, 
Battlefield figured in a photo-finish each 
time and won four of them.

The Queen’s Plate, Canada’s most important race 
for 3-year-olds, had added interest for Canadian 
sportsmen this year, because it was run on the 
day of their new Queen’s coronation. In addition 
to the 50 guineas awarded to the winner by the 
Queen, the gross value of $26,070 was the richest 
in Canadian turf history. 

Canadiana, voted Canada’s horse of the year as 
a 2-year-old of 1952. was the winter-book favorite 
for the Queen’s Plate and was. favored by the 
holiday crowd that attended the event. She lived 
up to this backing with a front-running race and 
a 5%-length victory. Breaking from the No. 17 post 
position, the daughter of Chop Chop dashed into 
the lead before reaching the first turn, widened 
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her margin te suit herself. and} was taken in hand 
before she reached the wire. Blue Seooter, nearest 
to the leader during the last half of the 14-mile 
race. finished four lengths in front of the winner’s 


stablemate Lively Action, which took third. 

Canadiana was foaled May 23, 1950. on Wind- 
fields Farm. York Hills, Ontario, which is owned 
by her breeder and owner, E. P. Taylor. At two 
she won nine of her 1] starts. including the Mid- 
Summer, the Miss Cleveland (setting a new track 
record), the Princess Elizabeth, and the Coronation 
Stakes, and the Cup and Saucer Handicap. She 
was put at 114 pounds on the Experimental Free 
Handicap—even with Grecian Queen and only two 
pounds lower than the top-weighted fillies Bubbley 
and Sweet Patootie. 

Iribelle, dam of Canadiana, produced a bay filly 
by Windfields last year and was returned to Wind- 
fields, but no foal report has been received for that 
mating. Canadiana’s sire, Chop Chop, stands at 
F. G. Darlington’s Trafalgar Farm, Oakville, On- 
tario. Chop Chop, winner of the Endurance and 
Empire City Handicaps in the United States, has 
sired one other stakes winner, Brazen Buz.

A Good Filly 
Was Ruth Lilly 


Los ANGELES 


The racing career of Ruth Lily, a tiny 
mare that became almost legendary in 
these parts for her exceptional gameness, 
is at an end. She pulled up poorly in a 
recent race and was retired, leaving the 
race tracks with a big reputation, a host 
of friends. and earnings of $137,350. In 
36 starts. Ruth Lily won 13 races, was 11 
times second. and almost never disgraced. 
We are going to miss her in California 
racing. 


Her’s was the story of an ugly duckling 
that became a champion. Ruth Lily is a 
5-year-old mare by *King’s Abbey out of 
Ice Cube. a Sir Barton mare acquired by 
Ellwood B. (The Pieman) Johnston in a 
package deal from Wyoming. He thought 
so little of Ice Cube that he tried to give 
her away. but there were no takers. So 
he bred her to *King’s Abbey, and gave 
away her foal before she ever got to the 
races, 


Johnston gave the filly, which became 
known as Ruth Lily, to his close friend, 
Ted Tepper. Ruth Lily was small and un- 
gainly. but it did not take her long to 
prove she had that intangible quality 
known as class. Tepper immediately in- 
sisted on giving back to Johnston a half 
interest in the filly, and she raced for the 
partnership throughout her career. 


Her biggest victories were in the Santa 
Susana Handicap at Santa Anita Park. 
which she won on a disqualification from 
Sweet Talk and Sickle’s Image. and the 
Oaks at Hollywood Park. After the latter 
victory, she was put in a plane and flown 
to Chicago as air freight at so much a 
pound. Since she was so small, someone 
figured the cost would be negligible that 
way—and it was. The change in climate 
didn’t seem to be good for her, and she ran 
the only bad races of her life in Chicago. 
Whatever it cost to make the trip, I don’t 
think she won herself out. It was probably 
the only time she ever failed in anything. 


Ruth Lily is in foal to Dogpatch, full 
brother to Calumet Farm’s Bull Lea, and 
the coming of her youngsters to the races 
will be awaited with much interest. 


REPLACEMENT. On the day that Ruth 
Lily’s retirement was announced another 
filly, Smart Barbara. carried the Johnston 
silks to victory in the Estrellita Stakes at 
Hollywood Park. Unlike Ruth Lily. Smart 
Barbara is big and powerful. and seems 
to have all the physical attributes Ruth 


Lily lacked, Whether she has the same 
tremendous heart is something that only 
time and a few races will tell. but. at this 
stage of her career. she appears to be an 
even better prospect than Ruth Lily. 


In the Estrellita she had enough speed 
to play along with Haunted for half a 
mile, and to go to the front when she 
wanted to. She turned into the home 
stretch with her ears cocked and looking 
around, and Gordon Glisson tapped her a 
couple of times to keep her mind on the 
race. When he did, she took off again and 
at the wire was going away from Calu- 
met Farm’s Lap Full to win by three 
lengths. It was a completely satisfactory 
victory, since Smart Barbara ran the six 
furlongs in 1:1045. 

Smart Barbara Is named for the John- 
tons’ young daughter. She is batting 1.000 
per cent for her sire Lodge Night, a son 
of *Alibhai, which now stands in Ken- 
tucky. She is Lodge Night’s only foal of 
racing age, and, of course, is his first 
winner and stakes winner. Lodge Night has 
two 2-year-olds that brought $11,000 and 
$6.000 at the Del Mar yearling sales last 
summer, but they haven't come to the 
races yet. After the showing of Smart Bar- 
bara, Lodge Night undoubtedly will get 
some worthwhile chances in stud. 


ABOUT A JONES. Jimmy Jones. who 
has never been slow on the repartee. got 
off one of the best cracks of the season 
after Fleet Bird had carried the devil red 
and blue of Calumet Farm to victory in 
the Argonaut Handicap, Jimmy was talk- 
ing to W. W. (Tiny) Naylor. who made 
an offer of $60,000 for the son of Bull 
Lea and Birdlea. 


“You must mean Conjure.” Jones 
answered, naming one of the lesser lights 
in the Calumet barn. Conjure has not been 
able to win at the meeting. while Fleet 
Bird, as you know by now, is Calumet’s 
“big horse” for the $100.000 Gold Cup 
and other rich races in California this 
summer. 


Last winter at Santa Anita, Fleet Bird 
was second to Mark-Ye-Well in the Ma- 
turity Stakes: so the Argonaut was the 
first time he really had a chance to run on 
his own. With Mark-Ye-Well and Hill Gail 
with Calumet’s midwestern division, and 
with Two Lea retired and A Gleam appar- 
ently off form, Jones had to dig into the 
reserves to come up with some new ma- 
terial. 

Jimmy apparently had been saving Fleet 
Bird for just such an occasion. He has 
the makings of a real distance star, and 
it seems from here that the mile and a 
quarter of the Gold Cup, and the mile 
and five furlongs of the Sunset Handicap 
should catch him about right. He may be 
a worthy successor to some of Calumet’s 
big stars, not as brilliant as Citation, 
Whirlaway. and Armed. of course, but good 
enough to play on the first team. 


FOREIGN 


Epsom Derby to Pinza 


Sir Victor Sassoon’s Pinza won the 17th 
running of the Epsom Derby June 6. Queen 
Elizabeth’s Aureole and Prince Said Tous- 
soun’s Pink Horse finished second and 
third. 

Twenty-seven colts started the race, and 
the early pace was set by City Scandal, 
Mountain King. and Shikampur. Shikam. 
pur took the lead after two furlongs and 
held it into the stretch. With two and a 
half furlongs to go, Pinza moved easily 
into second place and Good Brandy into 
third. Aureole went into fourth. 


With little more than a furlong to go, 
Pinza drew in front for the first time. and 
Aureole and Pink Horse swiftly followed 
him. Pinza drew clear at the end and won 
easily in 2:35°5. which was 235 seconds 
off the course record for the mile and a 
half set by *Mahmoud in 1936. Nearula, 
winner of the Two Thousand Guineas 
April 29, finished ninth. 

The winning jockey was Sir Gordon 
Richards, recently knighted by Queen 
Elizabeth. It was the first Derby win for 
Sir Gordon. with more than 4.600 win- 
ners the world’s most successful rider. 


Pinza. by Chanteur II—Pasqua. by Don- 
atello II, started four times as a 2-year-old 
of 1952. won the Tattersall Sale and the 
Dewhurst Stakes. finished second in the 
Royal Lodge Stakes. and was once un- 
placed. In his only other start before the 
Derby. he won the Newmarket Stakes. 

His sire, Chanteur II, bred in France 
by M. F. Dupre. was a stakes winner in 
France and England. He retired to stud in 
1948 after winning more than 9,000 pounds 
in England and more than 3. million 
francs in France. 

Pinza’s dam, Pasqua, started six times 
as a 2-year-old but did not win. The only 
other winner she has produced is Petros, 
by Rockefella, which won two races as a 
3-year-old of 1951 and finished third in 
the Dullingham Stakes,

Quiet in Florida 


The Florida Senate didn’t kill any time 
last week in backing up Gov. Dan 
McCarty’s veto of a bill to rotate racing 
dates of Tropical. Hialeah, and Gulf- 
stream Parks. One day after the governor 
turned thumbs down on the measure the 
upper chamber voted 27-7 to sustain his 
veto. 

Since the State’s legislative session 
ended Friday. June 5, there was no time 
left for the bill’s sponsors to make an- 
other try. The Senate’s action was a little 
surprising, for it once had passed the bill 
by a vote of 23-15. Both the Senate and 
the House would have had to muster two- 
thirds majorities for the bill in order to 
override the governor's veto. 


Add Track Fires 


Fires at race tracks, getting to be old 
saw lately. leveled barns last week at 
Belmont Park and at Monmouth Park. No 
men or horses were hurt. 

The Belmont fire broke out in the after- 
noon of June 2, while the meeting was in 
progress. but a neat wind took the heavy 
smoke away from the stands, and few of 
the 22.000 fans even knew what was hap- 
pening. 

The barn was one leased by Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter Jeffords, who had moved out 
25 Thoroughbreds the day before. 

The barn at Monmouth, empty when 
fire broke out in the early morning hours 
of June 3. was being cleaned up, however, 
to receive 22 horses of the Woodland 


Stable of Amory Haskell. president of the 
Monmouth Park Jockey Club. 


Grass Training in Chicago 


Seven-furlong turf training courses will 
be built at Washington and Arlington 
Parks, according to an announcement by 
Benjamin F. Lindheimer. executive direc- 
tor of the two tracks. The training courses. 
first in the U. S.. will be built around the 
infield of the present mile training courses. 

Lindheimer said the new tracks would 
be ready for use in 1954. Of his plans. he 
said, “We feel that horsemen should be 
given the opportunity to train their Thor- 
oughbreds on grass as consistently and as 
easily as they train them on the flat. It 
will aid both horses and horsemen.” 

“T feel certain that the day is not too 
distant when we will see as many races on 
the grass as on the flat,” he said. 

Four stakes races and six overnight 
races, all on the grass. have been carded 
for the two tracks’ summer meetings. 


Saratoga Stakes 


A stakes program worth more than 
$345,000 was announced by the Saratoga 
Association for its summer meetings at 
Jamaica and at the Saratoga Springs Race 
Course. This is an increase of $47.500 over 
last year’s program.

Conservation, A Lasting Fight 
SCS Stands Ready to Give A Helping Hand 


The owners of horse farms too often 
think that they have done all that is 
necessary in the way of supplying a sat- 
isfactory land environment for their horses 
when they acquire a farm that has been 
producing horses or one that is in “horse 
country.” Such land, however, may _ be 
depleted by long usage. or may have been 
kept productive only by the use of scien- 
tific farming practices. In either instance, 
the man in charge of the land should 
apply the best techniques available to him 
to raise the producing ability of the farm 
or to keep it at a high level. 

The manager of a large horse farm in 
the Bluegrass region recently pointed out 
that one of the most striking things about 
horse farms, when they change hands, is 
that they seem either to institute a pro- 
gressive program, or they begin back- 
sliding. The same man _ suggested that 
many farms might be helped by taking 
advantage of the services offered by gov- 
ernment agencies. 

One important agency of this kind is the 
Soil Conservation Service of the U. S, 
Department of Agriculture. This agency, 


with offices in key cities throughout the 
country, co-operates with local soil con- 
servation districts. One field office is in 
Lexington, in central Kentucky, and works 
with the Fayette County Soil Conservation 
District. 

These field offices are staffed by men 
whose purpose is to supply technical in- 
formation to the farmer. The staff at Lex- 
ington, a typical one, is composed of 
Otis L. Williams and J. Yost Bailey, who 
help farmers and operators in Fayette 
County plan and apply conservation 
practices. 

The activities of these men are directed 
toward the use of each acre of agricul- 
tural land within its capabilities; their 
goal is to treat each acre of agricultural 
land in accordance with its needs for pro- 
tection and improvement. 

Such services are valueless. unless the 
farmer makes use of them. The farmer’s 
first move may be simply applying to the 
district office or to the work-unit head- 
quarters of the Soil Conservation Service. 
Then the members of the SCS will provide 
the technical assistance that many farm 


operators are unable to obtain otherwise, 
and their first step usually is to get a land. 
capability map of the farm or area under 
study. 


THE MAPS. Land-capability maps, 
prepared by experienced technicians. are 
designed to interpret the pertinent physic. 
al factors of a certain area of land as 
they influence the practical use of that 
land. Simplified versions of complicated 
survey data. these maps contain all of the 
essential information generally needed for 
the planning of a soil-conservation pro- 
gram. 

The basis of one of these maps is an 
aerial photograph taken several 
thousand feet in the air. On each photo- 
graphic map. which shows many of the 
land’s distinguishing features. are written 
the figures and symbols that represent the 
conditions in various portions of the land. 
Such information consists of inherent fer- 
tility, texture. and depth of soil; perme- 
ability of subsoil: per cent of slope: and 
the kinds and degrees of erosion present. 


The map also is divided into color areas.

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with each color representing a different 
class of land. This makes it possible for 
a farmer to see at a glance which parts 
of his land are suitable for various uses. 
The land may be divided into as many 
as eight different classes. These classes 
are based upon the limitations of usage 
of the land and the degree of risk that is 
involved in its use without damage. 
Classes I through IV are considered 
suitable for cultivation. On horse farms, 
where most of the land is expected to stay 
in pasture. it may seem unimportant to 
know whether or not the land is tillable. 
In some instances, however, part of the 
land may be devoted to raising feed for 
livestock, and, in some cases, cash crops, 
such as the tobacco which is favored in 
Kentucky. may be desirable on portions 
of the farm. Too, the qualities that make 
the land suitable for cultivation should 
make it valuable for pasture production. 


THE CLASSES. Land that falls into 
Class | has few limitations, except that 
it requires normal precautions to maintain 
its quality. It is comparatively level, with 
deep. fairly rich soil that holds water 
well. Class IL is for land that is satisfac- 
tory for cultivation, but with moderate 
limitations: that is, certain conditions 
(such as some slope. lack of drainage, or 
poor water-holding capacity) create special 
problems which should be taken into con- 
sideration. Land that is moderately good, 
but severely limited by undesirable condi- 
tions, is put into Class IIL. It can be used 
regularly for cultivation, but requires the 
use of intensive conservation treatment to 
prevent its being damaged badly. Into 
Class IV goes land that is suitable only 
for infrequent cultivation and may be used 
to better advantage with a perennial vege- 
tation. Generally it is good grazing land, 
but could be tilled once every few years. 
Danger of erosion or lack of moisture are 
often the limiting factors in this class. 

Land that is Class V through VIII is 
unsuitable for cultivation. Class V_ con- 
tains land that is nearly level and is not 
subject to erosion, but has certain fea- 
tures that prevent tillage. This may be 
because of wetness, climate, or permanent 
obstructions such as rock outcroppings. 
Class VI is somewhat limited, even for 
grazing or forestry, because of such fae- 
factors as shallow soil or excessive slope, 
and Class VII is severely restricted by 
these conditions, Class VII requires ex- 
treme care to prevent erosion, and gener- 
ally is best suited for forestry. The final 
category is Class VIII, which should be 
used oniy for wildlife, recreational, or

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watershed purposes. It may be arid, rough. 
steep. stony. sandy, wet, or extremely 
eroded. 

The land-capability map is like an in- 
ventory of the farm’s assets. With it. an 
intelligent program of land usage can be 
adopted. The map is accompanied by a 
legend describing suitable cropping prac- 
tices. and the principal methods needed 
for erosion control. water control, and 
other conservation features. Though these 
maps classify the areas according to use 
capability, there is in no sense an arbi- 
trary requirement for applying measures 
or treatments that may be suggested for 
any of the different classes. On most farms 
a choice can be made between practices 
of equal merit, and the one fitting in best 
with the farm operation would be used. 

An inventory of land capability has been 
made for about a fourth of the farm and 
ranch land in the United States. When 
a land-capability map already has been 
made for the farm that is to be worked on, 
the land operator can get a copy of the 
map for his farm and promptly begin 
planning his program for the most efficient 
use of the land. 

OTHER PROBLEMS. If there is some 
immediate problem to be corrected, the 
men from the conservation service, in col- 
laboration with the farm operator, will 
devise a work sheet for that specific task. 
This work may be scheduled and accom- 
plished while the land-capability map is 
in the process of being made. 

One of the more important problems on 
which the SCS and operators can work is 
the matter of water disposal. Terraces and 
diversion channels are among the com- 
mon solutions to many of the difficulties 
along this line. The farmer may also re- 
ceive help in relieving an adverse water sit- 
uation with tile-drainage systems or open- 
ditch drainage systems. Ponds and lakes. 
as a part of the stock-water development 
program, may be decided upon with land- 
capability maps, and constructed with as- 
sistance from the conservation service. A 
land-capability inventory may show a 
farmer whether he can profitably drain wet 
wet land, or go through with other expen- 
sive projects, before he spends a lot of 
money on such work. 

On some horse farms, the shaping of 
natural waterways will be called for by 
the study of the land-capability maps: 
Ditches and banks will be leveled and 
sloped so that the horses will be less likely 
to injure themselves. 

The SCS is not concerned strictly with 
engineering practices involved in getting 
the most advantageous use from the land. 
This agency also is able to assist with 
cropping and seeding programs which pro- 
mote soil and water conservation. Informa- 
tion on rotations, cover crops. and other 
aspects of pasture management, is a part 
of the service offered. One of the larger 
projects now being undertaken by one of 
the horse farms in central Kentucky. in
